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PROCEEDINGS 


Wilmington,  N.  0.,  N6v.  18th,  1856. 

The  Stockholders  of  the  Wilmington  and  Manchester  Eail 
Eoad  Company,  at  their  ninth  annual  meeting,  assembled  in 
the  Court  House  this  day,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M. 

On  motion  of  J.  Eli  Gregg,  Esq.,  Dr.  F.  J.  Hill,  of  .Wil- 
mington, N.  C,  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  S.  R.  Chand- 
ler and  Wm.  A.  Walker,  were  appointed  Secretaries. 

On  motion,  the  Secretaries  with  Eobert  H.  Cowan,  Esq,, 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  and  verify  proxies, 
and  report  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  represented. 

The  committee  reported  that  there  were  represented  in  per- 
son and  'by  proxy,  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four 
shares,  including  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  represented  by 
Maj.  Win.  Haynesworth,  B.  F.  Williamson  and  Jno.  0.  Bethea, 
which  being  more  than  a  majority  of  the  whole  stock,  there 
was  therefore  a  quorum  present;  whereupon  the  Chairman, 
declared  the  meeting  duly  organized  and  ready  to  proceed  to 
business. 

On  motion  of  0.  G.  Parsley,  Esq.,  the  meeting  adjourned 
till  2|  o'clock,  P.  M. 

At  2^  o'clock  the  meeting  re-assembled.  J.  Eli  Gregg, 
Esq.,  then  read  the  report  of  the  President  and  Directors,  and 
submitted  the  accompanying  documents,  which,  on  motion 
of  Dr.  Robert  Harllee,  were  referred  to  a  committee  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Chairman,  and  to  consist  of  two  Stockholders 
from  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  three  from  the  State  of 
South  Carolina. 

The  Chairman  announced  the  following  gentlemen  as  com- 
posing the  committee :  Wm.  A.  Wright,  Robert  H.  Cowan, 
Dr.  Robert  Harllee,  J.  E.  Witherspoon  and  B.  F.  Williamson. 

The  following  Bye-Laws  offered  by  Wm.  A.  Wright,  Esq., 
<te      were  taken  up  separately,  and  passed  unanimously. 
*$  1st.  That  in  all  elections  by  the  Stockholders  of  this  Com> 

lyj     pany,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  required  to  elect. 
a         2nd.  That  no  person  other  than  a  Stockholder  shall  act  9A 


proxy  or  as  a  representative  of  stock  held  by  an  absent  Stock- 
holder ;  and  no  Director  shall  act  as  such,  proxy  or  represen- 
tative. 

3rd.  That  notice  of  any  Special  Meeting  of  the  Stockhold- 
ers of  this  Company  shall  be  given  by  advertisement,  at 
least  twenty  days  before  the  time  of  such  meeting,  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  city  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  city  of  Ealeigh,  N.  C,  in  one  or  more  of  the 
daily  or  tri-weekly  papers  published  in  Wilmington,  N.  C, 
and  in  two  or  more  newspapers  published  in  South  Carolina, 
near  the  line  of  the  Koad  of  this  Company. 

4th.  That  in  all  'cases  of  the  transfer  of  the  Stock  of  this 
Company,  the  certificate  of  such  stock  shall  be  surrendered 
for  cancellation,  unless  such  certificate  be  lost  or  destroyed ; 
and  in  all  cases  of  the  loss  or  destruction  of  any  certificate  of 
stock,  the  person  entitled  to  such  stock,  and  desirous  of  ob- 
taining a  new  certificate  for  the  same,  either  in  his  own  name 
or  in  the  name  of  any  assignee,  shall  give  notice  of  the  loss 
of  such  certificate  and  of  his  intention  to  apply  for  the  issue 
of  a  new  certificate,  by  advertisement  for  six  weeks  in  some 
newspaper  published  in  Wilmington,  N.  C.,  and  in  some 
newspaper  published  in  South  Carolina,  in  some  town 
through  which  the  Eoad  of  this  Company  passes. 

5th.  That  all  appointments  of  proxies  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  all  letters  of  attorney  authorizing  the  transfer  of  the 
stock  of  this  Company  shall  be  executed  in  the  presence  of  a 
subscribing  witness  by  whom  the  due  execution  of  the  same 
shall  be  proved;  or  in  the  absence  of  such  witness  the  due  exe- 
cution of  the  same  may  be  proved  by  any  person  acquainted 
twith  the  hand  writing  of  the  principal. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  on  Wednesday 
'morning,  at  10  o'clock.

The  Stockholders  assembled  according  to  adjournment. 

Additional  Stockholders  appeared  in  person  and  by  proxies, 
which  were  properly  verified. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Eeport  of  the 
President  and  Directors  with  accompanying  documents, 
through  their  Chairman,  Dr.  Robert  Harllee,  made  the  fol- 
lowing Report : 

To  tie  StocMolders  of  the  Wil  &  Man.  R  B.  Co  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  President  and  Directors,  with  the  accompanying  report 


of  the  General  Superintendent,  and  also  the  report  of  the  Audit- 
ing Committee,  have  given  to  these  reports  such  consideration. 
as  the  limited  time  during  which  they  have  had  the  same  in 
charge  would  allow,  and  most  respectfully  report. 

The  general  aspect  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company,  as  ex- 
hibited by  the  reports  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  this 
Committee,  is  certainly  very  satisfactory,  and  without  some 
unforeseen  contingencies  or  casualties,  the  Stockholders  have 
abundant  assurance  that  they  may  soon  realize  fair  profits 
from  their  investments  in  the  great  work  belonging  to  this 
Company.  The  general  actings  and  doings  of  the  President 
and  Directors  during  the  past  year,  so  far  as  reference  is  made 
to  the  same  in  these  reports,  meet  with  the  approval  of  your 
Committee ;  and  the  suggestions  as  to  the  future  policy  and 
course  of  action  most  judicious  to  be  pursued  by  the  Company, 
as  set  forth  in  these  reports,  is  also  concurred  in  by  us. 

In  view  of  the  facts  embodied  in  these  several  reports,  your 
Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  Work-Shops  and  Passenger 
Sheds,  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Company,  should  be 
constructed  and  established  permanently,  so  soon  as  the  finan- 
ces of  the  Company  will  justify  th#  requisite  expenditure  ;  and 
your  Committee  are  further  of  opinion,  that  the  selection  of  a 
proper  site  for  such  works  should  be  designated  without 
further  delay.  Where  the  general  Work-Shops  shall  be  lo- 
cated, is  a  question  of  much  importance  to  the  Company,  and 
one  on  which,  to  some  extent,  the  successful  and  economical 
prosecution  and  performance  of  the  extensive  mechanical 
operations  necessarily  required  by  the  Company  will  depend. 
The  discussion  of  this  question,  though  within  the  legitimate 
powers  oi  the  Board  of  Directors,  has  evidently  embarrassed, 
and  has  therefore  been  deferred  by  them ;  and  your  Commit- 
tee are  of  opinion  that  the  Stockholders  in  Convention  assem- 
bled should  determine  it.  This  Committee  believing  it  would 
be  to  some  extent  extra-official  on  their  part  to  express  any 
opinion  as  to  the  place  where  these  works  should  be  estab- 
lished, consider  they  have  discharged  their  duty  by  presenting 
the  subject  thus  particularly  to  your  attention. 
•  The  reference  made  in  the  report  of  the  President  and 
Directors  to  delinquent  subscribers  to  the  Capital  Stock  of 
the  Company,  has  been  carefully  considered  by  this  Committee, 
and  they  are  of  opinion  that  all  matters  connected  with  this 
subject  had  better  be  left  to  the  sound  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  who  can  investigate  and  consider  the  case  of  each 
subscriber  who  is  in  default,  and  act  advisedly,  as  the  interests 
of  the  Company  shall  require. 

Your  Committee  altogether  concur  in  and  approve  of  the 


recommendation,  found  as  well  in  the  report  of  the  Auditing 
Committee,  as  also  in  the  rej)ort  of  the  Superintendent,  that 
the  hooks  of  the  Company  shall  hereafter  he  so  kept  as  to 
exhibit  in  detail  the  separate  expenditures  in  each  and  every 
general  department,  during  each  and  every  fiscal  year,  as 
nearly  as  the  same  may  he  practicahle. 

Tour  Committee  cannot  close  this  report,  without  an  ex- 
pression of  their  sincere  regret  that  the  Company  has  lost 
the  services  of  Mr.  Lemuel  J.  Fleming,  a  most  able  and  ener- 
getic officer,  who  for  many  years  past,  and  indeed  almost  from 
the  very  organization  of  the  company,  has  heen  intimately 
identified  with  the  construction  of  the  Road,  and  the  general 
business  of  the  Company,  and  to  whom  the  Company  is  much 
indebted  for  its  present  prosperous  condition.  His  zeal,  in- 
dustry and  ability,  in  the  discharge  of  the  varied  duties  inci- 
dent to  the  office  of  Engineer  and  General  Superintendent  of 
this  Company,  during  many  years  past,  is  most  cheerfully  ac- 
knowledged; and  we  greatly  regret  that  the  limited  business 
of  tms.  Company  did  not  justify  the  board  of  Directors  in 
tendering  to  him  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  his  tal- 
ents and  experience  entitled  him  to  receive,  and  such  as  they 
have  commanded  for  him  elsewhere.

"Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Com- 
pany be  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  salary  of 
the  Secretary  be  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  from  the 
commencement  of  the  current  year,  Oct  1st,  1856." 

On  motion  of  Robert  H.  Cowan,  Esq., 


"  Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  of  the  erection  and  lo- 
cation of  work  shops,  &c,  he  referred  to  a  committee  of  seven 
Stockholders,  to  he  appointed  hy  the  Chairman,  which  com- 
mittee shall  he  appointed  so  as  to  represent  all  the  various  in- 
terests in  conflict  in  this  matter  ;  and  shall  he  required  to  re- 
port in  detail  to  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  to 
he  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  February  next,  at  Marion 
Court  House,  S.  C."    , 

The  Chairman  announced  the  following  gentlemen  as  com- 
posing the  committee  :  P.  K.  Dickinson,  Col.  John  McRae, 
Miles  Costin,  J.  M.  Timmons,  J.  L.  Bartlett,  Dr.  Robert 
Harllee  and  Josiah  Maultsby. 

On  motion,  P.  K.  Dickinson,  Esq.,  was  excused  from  serving 
on  said  committee,  and  Thos.  D.  Walker-,  Esq.,  was  appointed 
in  his  stead. 

On  motion  of  0.  G.  Parsley,  Esq., 

"Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  President  of  this  Compa- 
ny for  the  ensuing  year,  be  fixed  at  two  thousand  dollars." 

Dr.  Robert  Harllee  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  upon  the  ta- 
ble, and  upon  this  question  a  vote  of  stock  was  called,  which 
resulted  in  its  adoption. 

On  motion,  it  was  then  resolved  to  proceed  forthwith  to  the 
election  of  President,  and  the  Secretaries  with  D.  McRae,  Esq., 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  count  the  votes. 

Before  the  ballot  was  taken  Mr.  Gregg,  the  President  of 
the  Road_,  positively  declined  to  be  placed  in  nomination  for 
another  term  of  service ;  and  the  ballot  resulted  in  the  elec- 
tion of  Thomas  D.  Walker,  who  received  six  thousand  five 
hundred  and  seventy-one  votes. 

On  motion,  the  Stockholders  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for 
ten  Directors,  which  resulted  in  the  election  of  the  following 
gentlemen : 

W.  W.  Harllee,  Geo.  I.  W.  McCall,  W.  A.  Muldrow,  Jno. 
B.  Moore,  E.  W.  Charles,  J.  Eli  Gregg,  Henry  Nutt,  Jno.  A.

The  following  resolutions  were  passed  unanimously :

States  of  North  and  South  Carolina." 

On  motion  of  P.  K.  Dickinson,  Esq., 

"  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  meetiDg  be  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  late  President  of  this  Company,  J.  Eli 
Gregg,  Esq.,  for  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he 
has  presided  over  the  affairs  of  this  Road." 
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On  motion  of  Jno.  M.  Timmons,  Esq., 

"  Resolved,  That  Wm.  S.  Mullins,  Geo.  R.  French  and  Jno. 
Dawson,  Esqrs.,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  audit  the  ac- 
counts for  the  ensuing  year." 

On  motion  of  0.  Gr.  Parsley,  Esq., 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  he  required,  in  his  a  nnual 
report  to  the  Stockholders,  to  designate  in  separate  items, 
each  separate  piece  or  parcel  of  real  estate  owned  by  the 
Company,  together  with  the  cost  thereof,  including  improve- 
ments thereon. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  A.  J.  DeRosset,  Jr., 

"  Resolved,  That  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Company 
be  held  in  the  town  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  on  the  Thursday 
after  the  third  Monday  in   November  next." 

On  motion  of  Wm.  S.  Mullins,  Esq., 

"  Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  be  instructed 
to  cause  a  service  of  silver  or  some  other  suitable  testimonial 
to  be  prepared  and  presented  to  L.  J.  Fleming,  Esq.,  in  tes- 
timony of  our  high  appreciation  of  his  valuable  services  to 
this  Company,  and  his  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  its  in- 
terests. 

On  motion, 

"  Resolved,  That  Robert  H.  Cowan,  Esq.,  with  the  Secre- 
taries, be  appointed  a  committee  to  superintend  the  printing 
of  the  reports  and  proceedings  of  this  meeting." 

On  motion  of  0.  Gr.  Parsley,  Esq.,  the  thanks  of  the  meet- 
ing were  tendered  to  the  Chairman  and  Secretaries,  and  the 
meeting  adjourned.

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  W.  &  M.  B.  R.  Co. 

The  President  and  Directors  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
Ninth  Annual  Eeport  of  the  business  and  operations  of  the 
Road,  during  the  past  fiscal  year  of  ten  months. 

By  the  report  of  the  General  Superintendent,  it .  will  be 

seen  that  the  earnings  of  the  Eoad  have  been $344,636  60 

And  expenditures  for  objects  chargeable  during 

the  year, '. 196,177  35

By  reference  to  the  Treasurer's  Annual  Exhibit,  it  will  be 
perceived  that  we  had  on  hand  in  cash,  and  other  assets,  at  the

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Included  in  the  above  expenditures  for  construction,  are  the 
following  : — Covering  of  bridges  on  road;  settlement  with  Maj. 
G-wynn  for  servioes  as  Chief  Engineer;  settlement  with  Mr. 
Murdock  for  work  done  at  the  Great  Pee  Dee,  in  building 
stone  abutments,  &c,  and  machinery  for  shop. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Audit- 
ing Committee,  (herewith  submitted,)  are  entitled  to  your 
consideration. 

Although  the  total  receipts  of  the  year  from  the  local  busi- 
ness, have  not  equalled  the  anticipations  of  the  Board,  yet, 
when  the  depressed  condition  of  the  naval  store  and  timber 
business,  with  other  pursuits  incident  thereto  is  considered,  and 
the  further  fact  that  the  sum  of  $18,411  80  received  from  the 
Oheraw  and  Darlington  Eail  Road  Company,  in  the  Stock 
of  that  Company,  for  the  transportation  of  iron  and  other 
materials,  was  included  in  the  legitimate  business  of  the  pre- 
vious year,  they  think  the  result  of  the  operations  of  the  past 
year  highly  gratifying. 

The  Cheraw  and  Darlington  Eail  Road  was  not  opened 
until  the  larger  portion  of  the  cotton  crop,  and  the  conse- 
quent return  freight  of  1855,  had  been  transported  through 
other  avenues,  while  the  past  fiscal  year  closed  too  early  to  in- 
clude the  increased  business  which  the  board  hoped  to  realize 
from  that  connection. 

The  floating  debt  has  been  reduced  $33,'72Q  19  (in  which  is 
included  debt  due  the  United  States  for  duties  on  iron,  which 
has  been  entirely  cancelled,)  while  the  funded  debt  has  been 
increased  seven  thousand  dollars,  by  the  issue  of  seven  In- 
come Bonds. 

The  Board  have  pledged  the  revenue  arising  from  the 
transportation  of  the  mail  for  the  creation  of  a  sinking  fund, 
in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  contained  in  the  Income 
Bonds  for  their  redemption. 

The  suggestions  and  recommendations  contained  in  the 
reports  of  the  Auditing  Committee  and  Superintendent,  in 
relation  to  permanent  repair  shops,  have  been  duly  consider- 
ed, and  the  Board  acknowledge  the  great  importance  of  their 
construction. 

In  view  of  the  plans  and  estimates  that  have  been  prepar- 
ed, the  amount  required  for  the  construction  of  the  founda- 
tions and  buildings  was  so  large,  that  they  do  not  consider 
the  present  revenue  will  warrant  the  expenditure;  they 
therefore  refer  the  matter  to  your  consideration  and  decision. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January,  1855,  the  Committee 
to  whom  was  referred  the  reports,  reccommended  that  the. 
President  and  Directors  he  authorized,  when  they  deemed  it 
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expedient,  to  strike  from  the  list  the  names  of  all  the  delin- 
quent subscribers,  who  had  not  paid  the  first  instalment  of 
their  subscription  to  the  capital  stock. 

The  Board  were  in  doubt  whether  the  adoption  of  that 
portion  of  the  report,  without  a  resolution  conferring  the 
necessary  power,  or  its  exercise  was  desirable,  until  every 
possible  expedient  had  been  used  for  its  collection. 

They  have  made  every  effort  to  accomplish  this  object,  and 
they  now  recommend  that  all  subscribers  who  have  not  paid 
the  first  installment  be  stricken  from  the  stock  list  of  the  Com- 
pany. 

The  Office  of  General  Superintendent  has  been  vacated  by 
the  resignation  of  L.  J.  Fleming,  Esq.,  (who  has  accepted  the 
Office  of  Chief  Engineer  and  General  Superintendent  of  the 
Mobile  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,)  which  has  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  James  P.  Robertson,  Esq. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

AUDITING  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT: 

The  undersigned,  a  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annu- 
al Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  "Wilmington  and  Man- 
chester Rail  Road  Company,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
Company  for  the  ensuing  year,  beg  leave  to  report, 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  books  in  the  Treas- 
urer's Office,  and  find  that  they  have  been  correctly  kept,  and 
that  the  entries  therein  have  been  sustained  by  proper 
vouchers.  As  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company, 
according  to  its  exhibition  upon  the  books  of  the  Company, 
fully  appears  in  the  reports  of  the  various  Officers,  to  be  sub- 
mi  tted  to  the  Stockholders,  the  Committee  deem  it  unneces- 
sary to  make  a  formal  statement  of  the  same. 

But  the  Committee  was  instructed  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Stockholders'  Meeting,  "  not  only  to  inquire  into  the  due  per- 
formance of  the  clerical  duties  of  the  Treasurer,"  but  "also,  as 
far  as  the  same  may  be  practicable/'  to  "inquire  into  the 
character  of  the  expenditures  on  behalf  of  the  Company,  and 
embody  in  their  report  all  such  items  of  expenditure  as  they 
shall  consider  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Stock- 
holders."   After  two  weeks  laborious  investigation,  your  com- 
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inittee  offer  to  tlie  Stockholders  the  following  as  the  result  of 
a  faithful  effort  on  their  part  to  fulfil  the  duty  assigned  them. 
By  a  reference  to  the  statement  marked  (B)  being  an  ab- 
stract of  expenditures  on  the  Boad,  for  the  fiscal  year  of  ten 
months,  ending  September  30th,  1856,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  expenditures,  as  reported  for  this  year,  amount  to  $228,- 
713  97,  which  sum,  after  making  the  allowance  for  difference 
of  time,  amounts  to  an  increase  of  nearly  thirty-five  per 
cent. 

Upon  inquiring  into  the  causes  of  this  large  increase,  your 
Committee  were  embarrassed  ivpon  the  threshold,  by  finding 
that  the  present  mode  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  Com- 
pany does  not  disclose  the  actual  expenditures  in  any  one 
year,  but  merely  the  payments  made  by  the  Treasurer. — 
Debts  contracted  in  operating  the  Boad  during  one  year  may 
be  paid  subsequently,  and  swell  the  amount  of  expenditures 
reported  in  a  different  year.  It  would  be  very  desirable,  if  it 
be  practicable,  that  the  exhibits  made  to  the  meeting  of  Stock- 
holders should  show  exactly  what  amount  it  has  cost  to 
operate  the  Road  during  the  previous  year.  Thus  only  can 
the  Stockholders  be  enabled  to  judge  intelligently  whether 
due  economy  has  been  used,  and  by  comparing  one  year  with 
another,  to  see  what  the  Boad  is  earning. 

Taking  the  statement  as  it  is,  however,  the  Committee  have 
analyzed  the  different  heads  under  which  the  expenditures 
are  reported,  and  submit  herewith  some  remarks  upon  several 
of  these.  The  amount  expended  in  Bepairs  of  Track  is  stated 
under  the  two  heads  of  "Pay  of  Overseers  and  Hands,  Provisions 
and  Clothing,"  and  "Cost  of  Materials."  After  classifjdng  the 
items  under  the  first  head,  we  have  arranged  them  as  follows  :

The_  "  Cost  of  Materials,"  amounts  to  $17,888  70,  of  which 
the  chief  item  is  $15,392.  30  paid  for  Cross-Ties.  The  increase 
of  expenditure  under  these  two  heads  over  the  similar  expendi- 
ture for  last  year,  is  $20,644  99.  The  amount  expended  in 
labor  and  materials  for  Bepairs  of  Bridges  and  Trestles,  (ex- 
clusive of  $4,377  09  expended  in  filling  up  Trestles,)  is  great- 
er than  the  sum  expended  for  these  purposes  during  last  year,, 
hj  |5;804  2& 
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The  Committee  have  no  hesitation  in  saying,  with  regard 
both  to  the  "  Track  "  and  "  Bridges  and  Trestles,"  that  true 
economy  requires  the  preservation  of  the  Road  in  good  con- 
dition, at  whatever  necessary  cost ;  nor  ought  there  to  be  any 
complaint  of  expenditures  wisely  directed  for  this  purpose.  It 
is  worthy  of  remark  here,  that  in  the  anxiety  to  hasten  the 
completion  of  the  Road,  excuse  may  he  found  for  originally 
accepting  inferior  Cross-Ties,  when  better  could  .not  he  had, 
but  the  interest  of  the  Company  requires  now  that  strict 
vigilance  should  be  exercised  in  exacting  the  best  material. 
How  far  this  is  the  case,  the  Stockholders  from  along  the  line 
are  able  to  judge. 

Under  the  head  of  Repairs  of  Locomotives,  after  deducting 
$9,112  70  paid  for  a  new  Locomotive,  the  increase  over  simi- 
lar expenditures  for  last  year  is  $11,026  95.  Something  of 
this  is  doubtless  due  to  the  extreme  severity  of  last  winter,  but 
your  Committee  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  much  is  also 
due  to  the  inadequate  arrangements  now  existing  for  the  re- 
pair of  Locomotives.  Work  has  again  and  again  been  turned 
out  of  shop,  so  imperfectly  executed  that  the  labor  done  might 
well  be  considered  thrown  away.  The  Committee  think  that 
immediate  steps  should  be  taken  for  the  erection  of  Work- 
shops adequate  to  the  necessities  of  the  Road.  With  proper 
conveniences,  and  with  competent  mechanics,  the  Stockhol- 
ders may  reasonably  hope  for  a  better  showing  under  this 
head ;  and  without  these  they  may  prepare  their  minds  for  still 
worse.  Indeed,  so  obvious  are  these  considerations  that  we 
think  Workshops,  upon  a  proper  scale,  would  have  been  or- 
ganized long  ago,  but  for  difficulties  and  differences  of  opin- 
ion with  regard  to  the  proper  site  for  their  location.  With 
those  difficulties  we  do  not  propose  to  meddle,  but  we  cannot 
refrain  from  advising  the  Stockholders  to  take  the  subject  up 
earnestly,  and  definitely  decide  upon  the  site,  or  instruct  their 
agents  to  do  so,  and  to  proceed  with  the  construction.  So  also  with 
regard  to  the  erection  of  ample  sheds  for  the  protection  of  cars 
not  in  use,  from  the  weather.  There  are  not  now  enough  for 
the  purpose,  and  in  consequence  some  of  the  cars  must  be  ex- 
posed to  the  weather,  which  involves  their  deterioration  and 
decay.  Under  the  head  of  Passenger  Coaches  and  Freight 
Cars,  will  be  found  an  increased  expenditure  of  $6,256  21  for 
this  year,  and  this  item  is  not  likely  to  diminish  in  future 
Reports,  without  the  remedy  we  suggest. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Lost  and  Damaged  Goods  '•'  and  "Stock 
Killed,"  will  be  found  reported  an  increase  over  last  year  of 
$11,727  70.     Separating  the  different  items  which  make  up 
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the  total  amount,  $16,366  86,  we  have  prepared  the  following 
statement :

It  is  obvious  that  the  amount  of  damages  embraced  in  the 
above  statement  is  not  fairly  chargeable  to  the  regular  expen- 
ditures of  this  year. 

There  are  other  items  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Stock- 
holders might  be  called,  but  the  Committee,  desiring  to  be  as 
brief  as  is  consistent  with  the  instructions  of  the  resolution 
above  alluded  to,  respectfully  submit  the  above.

J.  Eli  Gregg,  Esq.,  President  Wil.  &  Man.  R.  R.  Co.  : 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  the 

Board,  the  following  report  on  the  business  and  operations  of 

the  road  for  a  period  of  ten  months,  ending  this  day. 

The  annexed  abstracts,  marked  A  and  B,  exhibit  in  detail 

the  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  same  period  :

The  annual  abstract  of  expenditures,  usually  marked  A, 
does  not  exhibit  the  cost  of  operating  the  Road,  but  only  in- 
cludes accounts  entered  in  the  Treasurer's  Books,  and  all  pay- 
ments whether  for  debts  previously  contracted  or  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  year,  and  it  is,  therefore,  difficult  to  separate  the 
items  and  institute  an  accurate  comparison  with  the  cost  of 
operations  for  previous  years.  To  avoid  this  in  future,  I  recom- 
mend that  a  separate  set  of  Books  be  kept  under  the  direction 
of  the  Superintendent,  in  which  the  legitimate  expenditures 
of  the  year  shall  be  separated  from  those  of  previous  years. 

A  comparison  of  the  receipts  of  the  present,  with  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  the  previous  year  will  show  :

In  the  receipts  from  Freight  during  the  previous  year  was 
entered  the  sum  of  $18,411  80,  received  from  the  Cheraw  and 
Darlington  Rail  Road  Company,  in  the  stock  of  that  Company, 
for  the  transportation  of  Iron  and  other  materials,  and  if  this 
amount  be  deducted,  the  comparison  will  exhibit  an  absolute 
increase  of  $6,481  09  over  the  previous  year. 

ROADWAY   DEPARTMENT. 

In  the  Roadway  Department,  by  the  renewal  of  about  one- 
fourth  the  cross-ties,  clearing  out  the  ditches,  and  the  thorough 
repairs  required  on  the  trestle  work  and  bridging,  and  I  con- 
sider in  proper  condition  for  the  approaching  winter.  The 
Gravel  Train  engaged  on  the  Western  end  of  the  Road  has 
completed  the  filling  up  of  the  trestle  work  at  Scape  O'er 
Swamp,  Green  Swamp,  Cane  Savanna,  Campbell's  Creek  and 
at  Wateree  Junction. 

A  small  floating  force  has  been  employed  at  this  place  on 
the  repairs  of  track,  unloading  timber  and  at  other  times,  in 
hauling  earth  to  fill  in  Eagle's  Island  and  the  Depot  ground. 
This  force  should  be  increased  during  the  next  year  so  as  to 
complete  the  work  on  the  Island  before  the  decay  of  the  timber 
will  require  any  extensive  repairs. 

The  bridges  over  the  Pee  Dee,  Little  Pee  Dee  and  Lumber 
Rivers,  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  weather-boarded,  and 
covered  with  metallic  roofs. 

The  expenditures  in  this  department  have  exceeded  those 
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of  the  previous  year,  and  were  produced  chiefly  by  the  renew- 
al of  cross-ties  used  in  the  original  construction  of  the  Road. 

STATIONS. 

At  Kingsville  a  Passenger  shed  has  been  constructed,  which 
materially  contributes  to  the  comfort  of  the  Passengers  du- 
ring the  exchange  and  delivery  of  baggage,  and  protects  the 
trains  while  at  that  place. 

At  Timmonsville,  a  suitable  and  convenient  building  has 
been  constructed,  which  answers  all  the  requirements  of  a 
warehouse,  and  contains  suitable  accommodations  for  Passen- 
gers. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  a  Station  Building  to  be 
erected  at  Florence,  at  joint  and  equal  expense  with  the  Che- 
raw  &  Darlington  and  North  Eastern  Rail  Road  Companies. 

Proposals  have  been  invited  for  the  construction  of  a  Pas- 
senger Shed  at  this  place,  with  Ticket  and  other  Offices  at- 
tached, and  of  sufficient  capacity  to  protect  from  the  weather 
the  present  equipment  of  Passenger  Cars.  This  structure  is 
indispensable  to  the  better  protection  of  the  Cars,  for  the  com- 
fort of  the  Passengers  while  purchasing  Tickets,  and  for  the 
preservation  of  the  Records  of  the  Company. 

Station  Buildings,  Warehouses,  and  Wood  Sheds,  should, 
also,  be  erected  at  other  points,  indicated  in  my  last  report,  as 
soon  as  the  financial  condition  of  the  Company  will  justify  it. 

ROLLING   STOCK. 

The  equipment  of  Engines  will  be  ample  for  the  present  bu- 
siness of  the  Road,  when  the  Engine  ordered  from  the  Boston 
Locomotives  work  is  received.  One  new  Engine,  from  Messrs. 
Rogers,  Ketchum  &  Grosvenor,  has  been  received,  and  was 
placed  in  service  early  in  July  last.  This  machine  combines  all 
the  recent  improvements,  and  the  design  and  execution  in  all 
its  parts,  as  well  as  its  performance,  reflect  the  highest  credit 
on  the  makers. 

Reference  to  the  Abstract  of  Expenditures  will  show  that 
the  cost  of  Repairs  of  Engines  and  Cars  is  considerably  in  ex- 
cess of  the  previous  year.  It  is  proper  to  say,  in  explanation 
of  this,  that  most  of  the  Engines  have  been  in  service  about 
five  years,  and  many  of  the  expensive  parts  of  them  have  re- 
quired renewal  during  the  year. 

The  want  of  proper  protection  from  the  weather  has  produc- 
ed such  rapid  deterioration  of  the  Passenger  Cars  that  it  was 
found  necessary  to  reconstruct  five  of  them,  and  renew  the 
seats,  at  a  cost  but  little  less  than  their  original  value ;  and 
several  Freight  Cars  were  condemned,  and  replaced  by  others 
charged  to  repairs.  In  addition  to  this,  something  is  clue  to 
the  unusual  severity  of  the  past  winter  acting  upon  unprotect- 
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ed  machinery,  and  the  want  of  the  proper  Kepair  Shops  and 
the  necessary  tools  to  promptly  and  efficiently  perform  the 
repairs.     And  this  brings  me  to  the  subject  of 

PERMANENT  REPAIR  SHOPS. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Board,  plans  have 
"been  prepared  under  my  directions  for  permanent  Repair 
Shops,  adequate  to  the  requirements  of  the  present  equipment. 
These  plans,  and,  estimates  of  the  cost,  are  before  the  Company, 
and  I  take  this  occasion  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  of 
their  speedy  completion. 

Prominent  among  the  arguments  in  favor  of  their  construc- 
tion, is  the  abstract  of  expenditures  of  the  past  year,  and  the 
fact  that  a  larger  portion  of  the  labor  on  the  repairs  of  Engines 
and  Cars  is  now  required  in  the  open  air,  where,  in  bad  weather, 
the  heat  of  summer,  or  the  cold  of  winter,  the  operatives  can- 
not perform  the  labor  adequate  to  their  compensation.  The 
capital  involved,  the  amount  of  repairs  required,  the  magni- 
tude of  the  interests  involved,  as  well  as  the  isolated  position 
of  the  Shops,  indicate  the  necessity  and  true  economy  of  having 
all  the  appliances  for  quickly  and  efficiently  performing  all  the 
required  repairs.  The  machinery  purchased  during  the  year 
has  given  some  relief,  but  the  building  which  contains  it  is 
unsuited  to  the  purpose,  and  its  destruction  by  fire  would 
cause  a  derangement  and  loss  more  than  commensurate  with 
the  interest  of  the  capital  required  for  permanent  structures. 
I  recommend  this  subject  to  your  consideration. 

It  was  my  intention  to  present  a  detailed  analysis  of  the 
business  of  the  Road — the  probable  effect  of  the  completion  of 
rival  works,  as  well  as  the  benefits  from  connections  in  pro- 
gress, but  the  time  siuce  my  return  has  been  too  limited  to 
fulfil  my  desire.  The  receipts,  to  the  present  time,  have  not 
been  diminished  by  works  already  completed,  but,  as  a  portion 
of  them  are  derived  from  travel  between  the  extremes  of  the 
Union,  it  would  be  folly  to  overlook  the  works  in  progress,  and 
the  probable  effect  of  their  completion  upon  the  revenue  of  the 
Company.  I  have  considered  the  subject  in  all  its  bearings, 
and,  while  it  is  admitted  that,  in  a  few  years,  the  currents  of 
travel  will  be  materially  changed,  yet,  the  completion  of  the 
Seaboard  Line,  in  contemplation  and  progress  from  New  York 
to  Savannah  or  Florida,  will  necessarily  make  your  Road  a 
part  of  that  line,  and  secure  to  it,  beyond  competition,  the  pas- 
sengers from  a  large  portion  of  the  States  of  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Florida  and  Alabama,  and  the  promising  and  rapid- 
ly increasing  travel  to  Havana  and  the  West  India  Islands. 

The  probabilities  of  connections  within  this  State  should  al- 
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so  be  considered.  If  the  true  interests  of  that  Company,  the 
town  of  Wilmington  or  the  State  of  North  Carolina^  he  right- 
ly understood  and  properly  appreciated,  the  "Wilmington, 
Charlotte  &  Rutherford  Rail  Road  will  form  a  connection  with 
your  Road  in  the  vicinity  of  Whiteville.  ;  The  Road  to  the 
Coal  Fields  of  North  Carolina,  mentioned  in  my  annual  report 
of  1853,  is  also  considered  one  of  the  probable  connections. — 
The  citizens  and  corporation  of  Fayetteville,  with  an  energy 
worthy  of  the  highest  praise,  and  which  will  command  suc- 
cess, are  pushing  forward  the  construction  of  their  Road  to 
the  Coal  Fields.  If  common  justice  be  meted  out,  the  State 
will  grant  them  aid  at  the  next  session  of  its  Legislature. — 
The  Cape  Fear  River  is  uncertain,  and  entirely  inadequate  to 
the  transportation  of  the  Coal,  and  its  transhipment  would  in- 
volve a  loss  and  damage  greater  than  the  additional  cost  by 
Rail  Road.  These  causes  will  force  a  connection  with  tide- 
water, and.  as  the  route  designated  by  me  seems  marked  out 
by  nature,  it  may  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  probable  connec- 
tions of  your  Road. 

Important  and  intimately  connected  with  the  subject  is  the 
development  of  the  industrial  resources  of  the  country  tribu- 
tary to  the  Road.  These  are  progressive,  certain,  and  relia- 
ble, and  the  policy  of  the  Company  should  be  to  foster  and 
protect  them.  If  the  people  are  prosperous,  the  revenue  of 
the  Company  will  be  increased ; — if  financial  embarrassments 
or  short  harvests  afflict  them,  the  result  will  be  a  decreased 
revenue.     Their  interests  are  mutual  and  inseparable. 

Having  accepted  the  office  oi  Chief  Engineer  and  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad,  and  tendered  my 
resignation,  to  take  effect  this  day,  I  beg  to  convey  to  the 
Board  and  Stockholders  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  many  acts 
of  kindness  and  the  uniform  and  cordial  support  I  have  re- 
ceived at  their  hands.  They  stood  by  the  work  in  its  infancy, 
sustained  its  credit  during  the  embarrassments  attending  its 
progress,  and  to  them  may  justly  be  awarded  the  credit  of  its 
successful  completion. 

With  my  best  wishes  for  the  success  of  your  work,  and  for 
the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  those  with  whom  I  have  been 
so  long,  intimately  and  pleasantly  associated,  I  remain
